HISTORY OF ELI WHITNEY SCHOOL 
(Condensed from a history by Es P. Dixon) 

The present Eli Whitney High School is the 
product of the consolidation of a number of 
s mall schools, When the proposed consolidation 
was presented to the various school communities § || 
it was met with a variety of reactions, As with] 
all new things it was thought by some as absurd 
but by others it was looked upon as a forward 
movement--one for the betterment of youth. 

After many of the patrons had been con- 
vineed of the feasibility of consolidation, 
the problem of selecting a suitable site came 
first and foremost. As is,tisual in such cas es 
almost every community felt that it was the 
center and that within its borders was the pre-| 
per place for the new school. Then the ide @ 
of consolidation was new and many felt that it 
could not be worked. In order to convince the 
doubters it was proposed that a temporary 
building be secured and that this notion be 
BZiven a trial, 

A committee was appointed to solect a suite 
able building if possible. An old cotton gin 
s eomed to meet more nearly the purpose than 
anything clse, s o it was decided to set it 
in order for a school, With some cheap lumber, 
a few windows, old desks, stoves, ctc. from 
the disb ricts that were willing, the old 
Cal Thompson cotton gin, located about 13 
miles south of Saxapahaw was converted into 
a schoolhouse ..H cre on the second day of 
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School was opened and appropriately christened 
Eli Whitney, 

On that first day the first bus ever to 
transport students in South Alamance arrived 
at the scheol with 36 pupits, @n alf there 
w ere 68 present the first day. Mr, Dixon 
ta ught the tenth and eleventh grades, while 
his sas&sbant, Charles Lindtey, taught the 
eight and ninth grades. 

Mr. Dixon says concerning the students of 
that first school:"It was a fine set of stud~ 
ents. N carer all were there for work than 
in any school I have ever taught. During that 
first year there was not a single case of mis- 
conduct which was worthy of mention." 

Later in the year the Manndale students 
joined those from Spring, Greenhill, Concord, 
and Saxapahawe Se A. Cooper was employed for 
the third teacher. Hoover Lindley organized 
a band which actually made music by commance- 
ment time. 

In the cotton gin things were running 
smoothly,but outside there was strife over the 
ever-present subject of site, For a time gt 
looked as though the proposed consolidation 
/ would vanish into nothingness and that the 
_ education of youth would be sacrificed to 
') petty jealousy. When the present site was de- 
_. cided upon, the Saxapahaw unit withdrew from 
| the consolidation. 

The southern faction had won the site,At 
commencement time the question was one of 
finance. But teachers and pupils were un- 
daunted, They put on as good a progr as 
possible. A brush arbor was built. L’mber was 
hauled for seats. The best of s peakers were 









secured, As a final the student body was | 
called to fhe stage and w as presented to the \V/ 
audience, They were asked to sing "Once There \V/

The answer is 
in your hand, You alone can answer the school 
question,’ 

A deathlike agen wets préyailed. Many eyes 
were dimmed by tearg. Then it was that the stu- 
dent realized that & wonderfiil joy of his had 
pass ed. The world to him séémed lost and 
lonliness. descended upon hiiti, Could he ever 
hope to have such joy in secHool again?Would 
there be any more, or was it all over? 

While the experiment Had not united all 
factions, it convinted the sreater majority 
that consolidation was feasible and brought 
all to realize that a new day was breaking in 
the educational w orld, Consolida tion was the 
only hope, The day of the little school was 
over. It was obselete, “he future was calltng 
for better and larger schoolss So the souther n 
faction went ahead and called an election and 
voted a tax of thirty cents for the purpos e 
of opera ting a consolidated high school, The 
county furnished half the money for the build- 
ing and the new district furnished the other 
half. A wooden building consisting of six 
rooms and an auditorium was erected at a cost 
of around 9,000. 

B ut to do all this required time, Summer 
pa ssed and autumn camc, but no school build- 
ings True, the contract had been let, but too 
late for the opening of schoolsSo what was to 
be done? Some sug ggzosted that we let the school 
go for a fear and use the money for a new 
building, But youth cannot waite He must be 
molded at the proper time, A year to youth 
means much. It may mean alle. So it was decided 
to go back to the cotton gin and stay there 
until the new building was done. 

Once more the old cotton gin heard the 
laughter and shout of happy youth. But what of 
the ~Saxapahaw students, since Saxapahaw had 
failed to join the consolidation? It was 
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solved this way::Let the Saxapahaw students 
come on and pay a fair rate of tuition, this 
they did for a number of years, 

In February 1923, Eli Whitney school move d 
to its new home at the present site,

For 14 years our school has had a Home

offered on a ten months! basis. 

The units covered in the three courses in- 
clude health, clothing, and personal grooming 
as it affects the high school girl's appear- 
ance, making surroundings liveable and attract- 
ive, living with other people, food and cloth= 
ing for the famil}¥, planning a vacation,wage 
earning, marriage andf~ home making. 

Some of the above appear in each year's 
course, but with variations to suit the 
different classes. 

A unit of ten lessons is offered to the 
ladies of the community who are interested in 
the betterment of home, family, and community 
life. 


AGRICULTURE 

The agriculture teacher has been conducting 
@ serics of twelve evening classes at the 
school during the school year. All persons 
that are inferested in agriculture are urged 
to attend. *he various farm programs are 
explained and discussed.
